brings hopeful smiles—the motor 
orry loaded with flour on its way to 
the soldiers' bakery. 
There is some 


flour after all and that is worth a : 
smile in Petrogrod these days. 
Six'] 


cavalrymen ride in front of the lorry 
and six sa,ilors, heavily armed, are 
perched high on the sacks. 


One need not be surprised, if the 


lady dressed 'in silks and satins— 
once a member of the bourgeois who 
sells a biscuit on the comer, address- 
es him in any of the two or three 
foreign languages he knows. Then 
one may buy newspapers from gray- 
beards in frock coats and siltf hats 
and former army officers in shiny 
boots. All are trying to .sarn a live- 
lihood in the "commune" of Petro- 
grad, where property is confiscated 
and incomes have vanished, . 


Some of those on the Nevsky are 


crls, pretty ones, and they walk the 
long length of the street all the day 
and ' into the night asking ..for tne 
little postage stamps that pass for 
money in Russia now—because tney 
are hungry. And (.here are other 
EirJs, and the number grows larger 
every day, who do not exactly beg 
but look wistful and hungry and sell 
themselves, instead of biscuits or 
choclates, to the rollicking sailors 
and debonair speculators. 


One of the mysteries of Russia 


is -u-fiere the vendors of cakes and 
biscuits get the things they sell. 
There is absolutely no flour to be 


i had and the bread allowance per per- 
!son, which one gets and sometimes 
idoes not, is one-half a pound daily 
for the proletariat and one-eighth 
of a pound daily for the bourgeois. 
The bread is black and heavy and its 
ingredients 
cannot be id entitled. 


Sugar cannot be obtained in the 
shops. 
In 
the 
homes, 
horse 


meat, dried cabbage and what bread 
is available is the ijrincipal diet for 
the majority. 
Effgs, butter and milk 


are high in price and extremely

Formerly an income of 200 rub- 


les a month was comparative opu- 
lence. Now according to the best 
estimates available, it costs from 
2500 to 3,000 rubles a month to 
maintain a family of three in any- 
thing like comfort.
